INTRODUCTION 
GENERAL 


During the year under review, 4 copper-plate charts and 329 stone inscriptions were 
examined by the Directorate of Epigraphy at Mysuru and Nagpur, the zonal offices at Lucknow 
and Chennai. Of these, the copper-plate charters are included in Appendix A. Appendix B contains 
the stone inscriptions collected by the members of this branch. In Appendix C are included 113 
Arabic and Persian inscriptions collected by the members of the Nagpur office. Appendix D 
contains the list of photograph prepared during the year. 


Dr. T. S. Ravishankar, Director (Epigraphy) l/c visited some places in Tumkur district 
of Karnataka Among his collections important are Nos B 14l - 142. Dr. D. M. Nagaraju, 
Superintending Epigraphist, visited Haveri district of Karnataka Important among them is No. 
B 105. Shri Jai Prakash, Deputy Superintending Epigraphist, conducted epigraphical survey in 
Chhatarpur district; Madhya Pradesh. Among his collections important is No. B 147. Shri S. 
Nagarjuna, Deputy Superintending Epigraphist, visited some stray places in Prakasham district in 
Andhra Pradesh Among his collections, important ones are Nos. B 30 and 36. Dr. K. Karuppiah, 
Deputy Superintending Epigraphist visited Kanchipuram, Madurai, Pudukkottai, Sivaganga and 
Thiruchchirappalli districts of Tamil Nadu.

Assistant Epigraphist (presently Assistant 
Superintending Epigraphist) visited Bhabhua, Gaya and Lakhisarai districts in Bihar. Nos. B 54 and 
64 of his collections are noteworthy. Shri S. Krishnamurthy. Assistant Epigraphist, visited Amravati, 
Wardha and Yavatmal districts in Maharashtra. Among his collections, important are Nos. B 152 
and 157. Dr. Meka V. Raghavendra Varma, Assistant Epigraphist, visited Kalyan, Pune and Thane 
districts in Maharashtra. His collections include Nos. A 2. 3 and B 155.

INDIAN EPIGRAPHY

COPPER PLATES 


KALACHÜRI - No. A 1 was discovered in the course of excavation conducted near Pranaveévara 
temple at Tâlagunda near Bânavasi, Shimoga district. This charter engraved in Nagari characters 
and Sanskrit language belongs to the reign of Kalachuri king Sankama and dated in Saka 
1102 (A.D. 1180). It records the grant of the village Sthanaguta (with boundaries defined) to 
the brahmanas belonging to various gotras by the king Sankama. The details of the grant are 
as follows. It records that while the king was camping at the eastern direction of the village 
Sthanaguta and situated at Banavasi-de$a, made the grant along with other officials and dandanatha 
Krishna-késava, after offering worship to the god Pranamanatha granted the village Sthanuguta, 
along with all its oppertunances to the brahmanas who were proficient in all Vedas, Vedangas. 
'Tarkka and Vyakarana. 


SILAHARA - Photographs of sct of copper-plates (No. A 2) received from Shri SG.Dhopte, Punc, 
written in Sanskrit language and Nagari characters resemble those of the copper-plate grants of 
the early Silahara kings. The Garuda image in human form is depicted on the seal in the seated 
lotus position (padmasana mudra) with wings spread out. The first plate is inscribed on the inner 
side, the second on both the sides and the third again on the inner side only. The language used 
throughout is Sanskrit and the text is partly in verse and partly prose. 


Discovery of this grant acts as a fillup between the Thane copper-plates of Arikesari (1017 
A.D.) and the Bhoighara plates of king Chittaraja (1024 A.D), confirming the fact that Chittaraja 
had certainly ascended the throne by 1019 AD. at an early age after the untimely death of the 
preceding ruler, ie. his uncle Arikesari. Chittaraja is here praised with the customary royal titles 
such as, mahasamantadhipati (mighty feudal), Tagarapura-paramesvara (lord of the city of Tagara), 
Silaranarendra cic. On plate 2 a, line 13, it is observed that two more new titles have been used 
for the king namely sarohamsa and jagadamdaga jarıkusa. These titles are used in the Silahara 
grants for the first time. It records the grant of the village Kokumvadaha by the king Chittaraja 
to a learned brahmana of Jamadagnya-Vatsa- gotra named Rambapandita for the performance of 
religious rites. The name of the scribe is Jouvena, who proudly refers to himself as the nephew 
of the ‘great poet’ (bhamdagarasena-mahakavi) Nagalaiya. A study of other copper plates reveal 
that Jouvena had served as a scribe for not less than thirty six years. The details recorded in the 
grant provide a fascinating glimpse into the socio-religious life and administration in the Deccan 
region. 


VIJAYANAGARA - Sri Iravatam Mahadevan, sent photographs of a set of two copper plates 
for decipherment. This charter (No. A 4) written ir Telugu language and script is engraved on 
one side only. It was issued during the reign of Sri Virapratapa Sri Viravenkatadeva maharaya of 
Araviti dynasty of the Vijayanagara empire, ruling from Penukonda (Ghanagiri) dated in Saka 
1640 (1718 A.D) by Visvanathanayani Vijayarangga-Chokkanathanayaka of Kasyapa-gotra, grandson 
of Chodanathanayaka and son of Ranggakrishnamudcu-Virappanayaka to Smriti Srinivasa-dikshita 
belonging to Naidhriva-Kasyapa-gotra, Apastarba-sütra and Yajusakha. The granted villages are 
Yadayam-golam and its adjoining village Vunnamgölam which were part of Sarnbbaranellür- 
makanam, situated in Nattupuram, lying to the south of Tirunalveli attached to Madhurai 
samstanam in Pandya-mandalam. This land grant consisted of wet and dry lands, mango groves, 
ctc. with all its opportunances and the signatory of the charter is donor himself. 
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INSCRIPTIONS ON STONE AND OTHER MATERIALS 


ADDANKI CHIEFS - No. B 34 engraved on the stone, kept in front of Siva temple at Muktinü- 
tulapadu, Ongole mandalam, Prakasam district is in Telugu language and script. It is dated in Saka 
1327. This incomplete inscription records the charitable gift of land to Chennamallikarjunadeva by 
Bana Lingana of Addanki, son of Akkana and grandson of Virappa who belonged to Visvakarma 
community, a follower of Apastambha-sutra and Suparva-gotra. 


CHALUKYA-CHOLA AND KOTA CHIEFS - This inscribed broken granite slab is presently 
lying in the premises of a ruined Râmalingö$varasvâmi temple at Vaidana, Ballikuruva mandalam 
in Prakasam district of Andhra Pradesh. There are two incomplete inscriptions on the two faces of 
the slab. The first one, on its obverse belongs to Kota Chiefs and the other one engraved on the 
reverse belongs to Chalukya-Chola period. The first one (No. B 30) is recopied. It was originally 
copied during the year 1915 and noticed in the Annual Report on Indian Epigraphy as No. B 
358, South Indian Inscriptions Vol. X, Ins. No. 220. Since, it was built in the temple wall. earlier 
scholars could not see the second inscription which is engraved on its reverse side and the first 
one was deciphered up to 13^ line only. During the course of renovation, this inscribed slab was 
removed from the temple wall and kept in its premises and both the inscriptions were copied. This 
facilitated not only to read the 13” linc correctly but also deciphered some more lines. The first 
one is incomplete and damaged and written in Telugu language and Telugu-Kannada characters. 
This is an undated inscription but datable to 127-13۳ century A.D, on its palacographical grounds 
and it refers to the royal prasasti ot Kota-Chiefs and a certain ruler (name lost) who ruled over 
Six-thousand country, to the south of the river Krisnavenna. 


The second inscription (No. B 31) is also incomplete and highly damaged. It is written in 
Telugu-Kannada characters, dated in Saka 1016 (1094 A.D) and it records the installation ol an 
image of a god (not known) and making of certain land grants for making [ood offering to the 
eod and performance of certain temple dutics. 


CHANDELLAS - No. B 147 engraved on the pedestal of a seated image of a prince, now 
preserved in the antiquity store-room of the Archaeological Survey of India, Khajuraho, Chhatarpur 
district, belongs to the reign of Chandella king Dhanga, dated Vikrama 1013. It records that an 
attractive image of kings son named Niradhi was caused to be made by the king (ic. father) after 
his son's death with a view to see him, even after his demise. The significance of the record lies 
in the fact that we come to know for the first time the name of his another son named Niradhi 
who possessed good qualities high learning and was also proficient in ethics. This inscription is 
an addition to the list of inscriptions of Dhangadeva, already known. 


CHOLA - This inscription No. B 189 is engraved on a stone slab fixed in front of a sluice 
of a water tank from Tiruppuvanam, Sivagangai district, Tamil Nadu. It is in Vatteluttu script 
and Tamil language of about 10% century A.D. This inscription belongs to the 12" regnal year 
of Rajaraja Chola I and it contains only the prasasti portion. It commences with the 6 
Kalamaruttarul and ends with yandu pannirendu. Other details are not known. 


GANGAS OF TALAKADU - No. B 128 found in the course of excavation conducted at Talakâdu 
by the Department of Archaeology, Museums and Heritage, Mysuru and presently kept in their 
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premises. The inscription is written in Sanskrit and Kannada language and Kannada characters. It 
belongs to Nolambakulantaka Irmmadi Permmanadi, who may be identified with Marasimha IL It 
refers to Kundanasomidevi, the elder sister of Nolambakulantaka Irmmadi Permmanadi, who got 
consecrated a Nishidhi as parokshavinaya of Balachandra-muni, belonging to the Kondakundanvaya 
(Kundakundanvaya) and Desiya-gana. 


There are some more references made to Kundanasomidevi found in the inscriptions of 
Koppala and Ballu. She is known by several names viz, Kundanasami, Kundanasomi, Kundanarasi, 
Kundanasamidévi and also known as Chaladankakarti. The Kukkanuru plates of Ganga Kandarpa 
(Marasimha II) mentions the donatrix Kundanasami, who is cuologised in great detail (AR/Ep. 
1969-70, A 5) She is described as a great devotce of lord Jina married to Rajaditya, a Chalukya 
scion. 


Another inscription states that she donated an image of Vrishabhanatha which was found 
at Ballu (EC. IX, Sakaleshapura 31). In her last days she attained moksha at Koppala through the 
aradhana method (Hampa Nagarajaiah, Koppala Sasanagalu, No. 6). 


Another interesting point of this inscription is that the date is given as follows; nava-kara- 
tarka. It should actually represent Saka 926. But the custom of reversing the order in a chronogram 
seems to have been violated. The palaeographical features shows that it belongs to 10th - lth 
century A.D, as such the date seems to refer Saka 926. 


HOYSALAS - Few inscriptions of Hoysalas were copied from Tonnuru, earlier known as 
Tondanuru agrahara and the Yadavanarayana-chaturvedimangalam. An undated inscription (No. B 
Ill) refers to the king Vishnuvardhana. On palacographical grounds it is assignable to 1 - 12" 
century A.D. Il records the construction of a olaga-Sale by Surigeya Nagayya who held various 
designations like mahapradhana, tantradhishtayaka, mahapasayita and heggade at the instance of 
the king. Interestingly, the name Nâgayya is prefixed with a Kannada word surige, which means 
sword or dagger. He occupied the highest position in the court of Vishnuvardhana and held charge 
of various departments such as mahapasayita, mahapradhana and tantradhishtayaka. Hence, we 
may presume that he might be an expert in sword fighting too or this sword or dagger might 
symbolize his power in the court. Hence, his name is associated with the prefix surige. 


Another inscription (No. B 112) from the same place belongs to the reign of Viraballâla 
who may be identified with Ballala II. On palaeographical grounds it is assignable to 11-12 century 
AD. It registers a grant (not mentioned) to the god Nakhare$vara of Tondanuru for burning 
perpetual lamp by Nılayya and Chamayya, sons of mahapradhana, sarvadhikari, senadhipati. 
dandanayaka Achyutimayya and dandanayaka Viraiya respectively, who were in charge of the 
Yadavagiri fort. Further, it records the grant of annual income collected from the tax on onc 
loom by Ayata-heggade at the instance of a certain Naganna. 


KAKATIYAS No B 36 from  Valaparla, Ongole  mandalam, Prakasam district, 
engraved on a stone slab having Garuda image kept in front of Vénugopalasvami temple. 
It belongs to the Kâkatiya king Rudradéva and dated in Saka 1189 (1267 AD). It records 
the grant of the village Volupura by the king to Tribhuvanamalladeva of Kotyadona. The 
village was previously granted to an individual named Yadangi Ganappaddöva Maharâju 
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NAYAKAS OF MADURAI - No. B 177 engraved on a stone slab setup in front of the 
Aüjancya temple at Vallanandapuram, Madurai district, Tamil Nadu, belongs to the Nâyaka 
queen Mangammal who ruled Madurai for many years. It records the installation of the image 
of Alangara-pillaiyar at Avaniyapuram by the queen for the merit of her father. It is historically 
and socially important inscription as it speaks about the property rights held by ladies in those 
days. One of the inscriptions found at Kanchipuram records that a certain lady purchased lands 
by selling her jewels and donated it to the temple. 


PANDYA - No. B 2 is engraved on a loose stone found lying in front of a ruined Siva temple, 
outside the village of Yeguvapalli, in Chittoor district, Andhra Pradesh. It is in Tamil language 
and characters of 13^ century AD. It belongs to the 11۳ regnal year of Sundarapandya and 
records the sale of land for 100 panam possesed by Akkanayan and Thikkanai, children of 
Tinvenkadudaiyar and Avvaiyan, the resident of Tondaimanarrur. Further, states that the above 
mentioned lands were located at two different places one at Tondailasvamikoyil and another at 
Tirukkalathiyarsomapandin in Tondaimanadu of Ariur-nadu at Tiruvenkada-kottam. 


VELANATI CHOLA - It is an incomplete and damaged inscription (No. B 32) copied from 
Kolasanakota, Prakasam district of Andhra Pradesh. It is engraved on a granite architectural 
column and lying in the premises of a ruined Siva temple in the same village. This inscription 
is written in Telugu-Kannada characters, dated in the Saka 1019 (1097 AD) It records that 
Sri mahamandalesvara Kulottunga Gonka (Gonka I of Velanati chiefs) made a gift of certain 
khamduka of land from the agricultural field of Gadadachadara village. 


No. B. 35 engraved on a stone slab having Garuda image, kept in front of Venugopalasvami 
temple at Valaparla is in Telugu language and script. It belongs to the reign of Kullotunga 
Choladeva, dated in Saka 1070 (1148 A.D) and 16" regnal year of the king. It records the gift of 
the village Volupara by mahamandalesvara 'Tribhuvanamalladeva Choladeva maharaju to the god 
Kesavadeva of Kontyadona situated at Kammanadu for performing worship, making food offerings, 
maintenance of dancing girls (sanis) and furnitures (manulu). 


VIJAYANAGARA - No. B 18 (rom Yellampalli, Maidhakuru mandalam, Kadapa district, engraved 
on a slab set up in front of Adikcéava temple, belongs to Vijayanagara king Dévaraya Il, dated 
Saka 1350. It records the installation of an image of the god Adibhairavadéva, construction of a 
tank and laying of a flower garden at Onayagiri in Peranipadu by Hegada, son of Kondasetti 
for the merit of his parents Tihavama and Somaraju. while mahamandale$vara Anatambaraganda 
Sambeta Banayadeva maharaju was ruling from Paranipadu. 


No. B 28 belongs to the king Narasimha of Saluva dynasty of the Vijayanagara Empire. 
This is a highly damaged inscription engraved on the two faces of a pillar lying in the premises 
of Tallamma temple at Guduru in Nellore district of Andhra Pradesh and written in Telugu 
language and characters of the 15 century A.D. It seems to record the gift of land by the king 
and mentions Amnaya, the village officer (avasaram). 


Another inscription (No. B 24), belongs to the king Sri Venkatapatidöva-mahârâja of the 
Araviti dynasty. It is lying in the premises of mango-grove of Sri Ellareddi at Kovilakuntla in 
Kurnool district of Andhra Pradesh. It is engraved on all the four faces of a granite architectural 
column. Both the language and script are Telugu. It was issued in Saka 1509 (1587 A.D) when the 
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king was ruling over Penugonda. It records income accrued from the temple lands in Chintalakunta, 
Vitthalapuram etc, and also the income from the varttana in Koilakuntla and other villages given 
as a gift to the god Pandarangai-Vitthalesvara of Koilakuntla for performing various services by 
a mahamandalesvara Nayani who was grandson of Achhyutappa-Nayani, son of Roddarn-nàyani. 


MISCELLANEOUS - No. B 176 engraved on seven pieces of gold bar, which were collected 
from Thenur, Madurai district, belongs to early Sangam period datable between ې1‎ century BC. 
to I" century A.D. The engraving on all the seven gold bars refer to the name of the owner Le. 
Kothai. This sort of name was popular during the Sangam period. Some of the Sangam period coins 
discovered by Dr. R. Krishnamurthy, a numismatist, bear the name Kultuvan Kothai, the Chera 
king. So far, we got such type of names of Sangam kings occurring on stone inscriptions only. 
For the first time it is found on precious metal like gold bars. It is really a remarkable discovery. 


A new Tamil Brahmi inscription (No. B 146) was discovered at Muzhiyar in Kasaragodu 
district in Kerala. This is an important discovery as only few Brahmi inscriptions are found in 
Kerala, though it was a part of Tamilagam in ancient days It is well known that Chera kings 
issued many Tamil Brahmi inscriptions We have Flttukallu Brahmi inscriptions near Waynad. 
Paleographically this record may be assigned to the 2" century A.D. It refers to a certain Charuma, 
son of a Pattan a (native) of Kalakora. Another important palaeographical feature of this inscription 
is that there are pullis or dots that are found engraved on pure consonants. 


Nos. B 25 and 26 are label inscriptions which were discovered from Rajulamandagiri in 
Tuggali mandalam of Kurnool district, Andhra Pradesh. These two inscriptions are engraved on 
the same bed rock having the inscription of Asoka. The first one is written in Prakrit language 
and Brahmi script. It can be dated to early 2" century A.D. on palaeographical grounds. It reads 
as "Kada(ma). The second inscription in Telugu language and Telugu-Kannada characters of the 
7* century A.D. reads as Pattaka Bhatasr1. 


Another inscription (No. B 138) engraved on the right side balustrade, found in the 
excavated site, infront of the Pranavesvara temple, 'Talagunda, Shimoga district, Karnataka. It is 
in Sanskrit language and Southern Characters of 4'-5 century A.D. and mentions Chandaditya 
belonging to Gudgula mulakshetram. 


No. B 139 written in Kannada language and script of 5* century A.D. is engraved on 
the left side balustrade. found in the same place and it seems to record a gift of land to a 
boatmen Vaji Nâgalyyal. who belonged to the Boyga:a family, by a certain Halami of Pulindage. 
It is very important from the point of palaeography as well as use of carly Kannada words 


Tonnuru in Mandya district, yielded a few Kannada and Tamil inscriptions. In the 8 
- 13" century A.D. Tonnuru was called Yadavanàáráyana-chatürvedimangalam by the brahmanas 
professing Vaishnava faith. Many of the inscriptions are engraved on the temple pillars and walls. 
Yadavanarayana might be the name of the founder of this brahmanical settlement which was 
active during the period under revicw. | 


Inscription (No. B 116) dated in Saka 1208, records the purchase of field from thc 
Srivaishnavas and was donated to the Lakshminarayana-perumal temple by Kandedai Kali Virayanan 
to conduct special worship. The consecrated food was io be distributed among the pilgrims Another 
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inscription (No. B 117), records a gift of 100 kuli of land by the local body asésha-mahajanankal 
of Sri Yadavanarayana-chaturvedimangalam to the god for supplying arccanuts. 


The above inscriptions reveal that the township Yadavanarayana-chaturvedimangalam was 
agog with brahmanical activites. The temple, being the nucleus of the village, received land grants 
and the above assembly also sold land to philanthropic donors, who in turn gifted the same to 
the temple for running services Two inscriptions (Nos. B 124-125) reveal that the courtyards of 
the temple were caused to be built. These records are in bilingual such as, Kannada and Tamil. 
One inscription (No. B 123) datable to the 13^ century A.D. records that a certain Tillaikuttan 
had caused a courtyard called Tillaikiitta-vinnagar. Tillaikutta is the name of lord Nataraja, who 
danced at Tillai (Chidambaram) and Vinnagar denotes Vishnu temple. It is likely that Tillaikuttan 
belonged to Saiva faith, but that did not prevent him from constructing a Vishnu temple. The 
nomenclature Tillaikiitta-vinnagar is interesting, It also reveals the spirit of the times. 


Inscription No. B 188 is interesting as it envisage about the importance given to fine art 
and theatre and it speaks about entertainment. It records the setting up of a permanent stage for 
enacting drama by one Tiruvalai-varavudaiya- ‘Tambiranar, the resident of Enathi. Another two 
inscriptions found at Tirukkalakkudi, Ramnad district and at Valikandapuram, Perambalur district 
also speak about stages, set up in the temple complex for entertainment. 


An inscription No. B 175 found at Madakkulam, Madurai district, refers to the construction 
of sluice, by one Ariyaputra Kanakkunayanpillai the son of Tiruvâlai-vatchi Adhikâri and named 
it as Tiruvalavayan-madaikkalu. The word Aryar was popular during Sangam period. One Pandya 
king Nedujficheliyan had the title Arya-padai-kadanta Neduricheliyan. The great Tamil poet Kabilar, 
friend of Paranar, wrote a Sangam poem popularly known as Kurifichi, in order to teach Tamil 
language to the Arya king Prakadattan. So the concept Arya was not only popular during carly 
period, but also it continued even during 169-175 century A.D. as attested by this inscription. 


An inscription (No. B 170) from a Siva temple at Thandaria in Kanchipuram district of 
Tamil Nadu, is engraved on a lintel portion in the mahamandapa of the same temple in Telugu 
language and characters. It is dated in Saka 1699, (1777 A.D) and records the construction of the 
Siva temple at Sitarampuram in the same village by a person Venkatö$vara, who was son of 
Venkatarambhatla, grandson of Uddarisvarabhatla 


ARABIC AND PERSIAN INSCRIPTIONS 


The office of the Director (Epigraphy) for Arabic and Persian Inscriptions, Nagpur. has 
copied 113 inscriptions during the year 2013 - 14 which are listed in the Appendix - C of this 
Annual Report. The detailed break-up of the discoveries has been given in the indices pertaining 
the find spot, dynasty, language and script. Of these 113 records some important ones are being 
highlighted among the dynastic records. 


SULTANS OF BENGAL - No. 104 belongs to regional dynasty of Sultans of Bengal. This 
epigraph, copied from Harugram, in Malda District, West Bengal, refers to the construction of a 
mosque during the reign of Sultan Shams-u'd-Din Yusuf Shah, son of Sultan Barbak Shah, son 
of Sultan Mahmud shah, by a noble in the year AH 881 = 1476-77 A.D. Unfortunately, the 
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name of the builder is not clear but the title of Malik-ul Muazzam used for him indicates that 
the builder must have been a person of lofty position in the court of Sultan. Interestingly the 
calligraphy of the record is of the Bengal style [Plate]. 


ASAF JAHI OF HYDERABAD - No. 7 is an epitaph from Bidar, Karnataka, on the grave 
of “Ashüri Begum, which mentions her demise and engravement here. The deccased has been 
mentioned as wife of Nawwab Nizam ‘Alî Khan. Asaf Jahi ruler of Hyderabad who ruled from 
1762 to 1803 A.D. 


MISCELLANEOUS - Among the miscellancous records Nos. 1 and 2 are from Basavakalyan, in 
Bidar District of Karnataka, which assign the construction of an Imam Bada to Babar Shah Mir 
Kalan in A.H. 1301 = 1883-84 A.D. 


Four epitaphs copied from the premises of the Dargah of Khwaja Abul- Faid in the 
Bidar City. No. 8 mentions the demise of Hadrat Khwaja Amin-u’d-Din, a saint who had the title 
of Abul- Faid in A.H. 879 (1408-09 A.D.) No9 registers the death of Hadrat Sayyid Shah Ahmad 
Husaini in A.H. 879 (1474 A.D) the elder son of Khwaja Abu'l- Faid. No. 10 is the epitaph of 
Hadrat Shah Minallah Muhammad al-Husaini, whose date of demise is recorded as AH. 952 (1546 
A.D). No. 11 the last of this series records the death of Hadrat Sayyid ‘Abdu'l Qadir al-Husaini, 
son of Shah “Abdul Minallah al-Husaini in A.H. 975 (1568 A.D) These four epitaphs are important 
in the cultural history of Bidar as these saints belong to the lineage of famous saint Hadrat Muh- 
ammad al-Husaini popularly known as Hadrat Khwaja Bandanawaz Gesudaraz lying buried at 
Gulbarga. Nos. 16-17 are two epigraphs copied from Jami’ Masjid at Devarsugur in Raichur District 
of Karnataka. No. 16 contains the date A.H. 115 (1742-43 A.D) and records the construction of the 
mosque. No. 17 reads Nad-i “Ali in beautiful Naskh calligraphy along with a Persian couplet in 
Nastalıg with date. 


Many epitaphs were copied from the British Cemetery at Asirgarh Fort near Burhanpur in 
Madhya Pradesh. No. 26 to 45 are epitaphs of officers of British Army, their family members and 
few other officials Among these records, many are important for the history of British occupation 
of East Nimar district. After the Asaf Jahi rulers of Hyderabad it was Peshwas who took the 
administration of Khandesh to their hands in 1760 A.D. and captured Asirgarh Fort too. After the 
decisive battle with the Marâthas, the British Army captured Asirgarh Fort in 1819 AD. Slowly 
the existence of British army and paramilitary personnels started increasing in leaps and bounds. 
A good number of officers from Native Infantry Bombay and European Regiment Madras were 
posted at Asirgarh even during and after the uprising of 1857 A.D. There obituary records throw 
light on the history of militarization of Khandesh in the ٨٠ century AD. 


No. 60 is an epitaph from the Muslim’s graveyard of Military Headquarters of War 
(Mhow) at Hasalpur in district Indore of Madhya Pradesh. Its metrical text in Urdü mentions the 
death of a theologist Maulana Ismail, son of Muhammad Sâlih who had come to Indore from 
Multan to seck knowledge. He was, as per the text, imam (leader of the prayers) at Mhow and 
died on Tuesday the 15^ of Rajab in A.H. 1330 = 1912 A.D, March 4. The text and chronogram 
has been composed by poet Gharig. No. 62 is another epitaph shedding light on the personage of 
one Sa'dullah Khan who has been mentioned as a Subedar Major in the Jat Regiment having died 
in AH. 1278 = 1862 AD. and lies buried at the graveyard of Mhow. This epitaph interestingly 
also records the death of his son Dâ'üd Khan in AH. 1270 (1854 A.D) Both the deceased have 
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been mentioned as natives of gaşba (town) Balwa in dil'a (district) Lucknow. The language of this 
record is Persian written in crude Nasta‘lig. No. 46 is an epitaph from the enclosure of Dargah 
of Rausi Shah Wali in Mohalla Sadar Bazar in Indore city of Madhya Pradesh. It states that 
Muhammad Sa'id Khan, a learned man and Judge of Mahadpur expired on 18^ of Jumada II in AH. 
1318 = 1900 AD, October 13. He was native of Peshawar (now in Pakistan) The Persian metrical 
text and the chronogram yielding the year of death has been composed by Mudtar. No. 48 from 
the Çabrastân inside the Jami' Masjid of Sadar Bazar Mohalla at Indore, registers the demise of 
Mirlnàyat “Ali, the mutawallı (trustee) of the Jami‘ Masjid of Indore city, on 24^ of Muharram 
in AH. 1338 = 1919 AD, October 19. The text in Persian prose and verse has been composed by 
Nawwab Zaman Bahadur of Banda (in Uttar Pradesh) is executed in beautiful Nasta‘liq style of 
calligraphy.
